Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  consideration  a report  on  the  health  and 
health  services  of  your  district  during  the  year  1952. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  is  included  and  is 
compl ementary  to  this  Report. 

I have  included  certain  details  of  the  personal  health  services  administered  by  me  as  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County  Council  so  that  you  may  have  a comprehensive  report  of  the 
work  done  during  the  year. 

There  was  a further  increase  in  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  and  at  the  year’s  end  the  total 
was  12,922. 

The  estimate  of  population  given  by  the  Registrar-General  was  48,660  and  the  natural  increase  in 
population  of  live  births  over  total  deaths  was  420.  There  has  been  a reduction  in  the  number  of 
births  for  the  year  compared  with  the  previous  year.  This  has  been  the  general  experience  throughout 
the  country. 

There  were  24  still-births  as  compared  with  21  in  1951.  The  number  of  infant  deaths  rose  from 
36  in  1951  to  38  in  1952  in  spite  of  the  increased  number  of  home  visits  to  infants. 

I regret  that  there  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  there  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease.  Oie  case  of 
diptheria  occurred  and  I have  commented  on  this  at  the  end  of  Table  V.  The  number  of  children 
protected  by  immunisation  is  still  too  low  in  spite  of  the  efforts  made  to  stimulate  interest  in 
protection  against  diptheria. 

The  demand  for  and  the  service  given  by  Home  Helps  again  increased.  The  number  of  cases  dealt 
with  rose  to  173  with  a total  of  20,908  hours  compared  with  151  cases  and  19,889  hours  in  1951. 

After-care  under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  operated  satisfactorily.  There 
has  been  close  co-operation  between  the  Hospital  Services  as  represented  by  Hospital  Almoners  and  the 
Local  Authority  Services  of  Health  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing,  the  Divisional  Office  being  the  "Exchange1’ 
through  which  information  has  been  passed, 

I have  to  acknowledge  gratefully  the  interest  and  support  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  in  the  work  of  the  Department.

To  enable  an  accurate  comparison  to  be  made  between  the  rates 
for  the  Rural  District  and  other  areas  it  is  necessary  to  adjust  the  crude  rate  to  take  into 
account  the  varying  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  of  the  areas  concerned  and 
this  is  done  by  the  employment  of  an  "area  comparability  factor”  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General .

The  case  of  diptheria  occurred  in  a boy  of  12  years  who  had  recurring  discharge  from  the  ears  over  a 
period  of  six  months'.  Bacteriological  examination  of  this  discharge  revealed  the  presence  of  the  diptheria 
organism,  fortunately  of  the  mild  type  and  further  investigations  proved  the  absence  of  the  germ  from  the 
throat  and  nose.  It  is  fortunate  that  no-one  else  contracted  diphtheria  from  this  carrier,  and  this  case  i 
a warning  of  the-  importance  of  maintaining  immunity  by  immunisation  against  diptheria. 

Of  the  other  diseases,  the  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  to  490  is  mainly  responsible  for  the 
reduction  in  the  total. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.

WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNISATION. 

In  May,  1952,  the  County  Council  approved  a scheme  for  free  immunisation  against  Whooping 
Cough  of  children  up  to  the  age  of  4 years,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  47  children  had  completed 
a full  course  in  which  the  approved  antigen  was  used.  In  addition.  General  Practit ioners  are  now 
making  increasing  use  of  a combined  pertussis-diptheria  prophylactic  so  that  the  total  number  of 
children  protected  is,  in  fact,  greater  than  this  figure.

HEALTH  VISITING. 


There  was  a further  increase  in  the  number  of  Health  Visitors  bringing  the  total  to  8 for  the 
Rural  District.  This  is  reflected  in  the  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  to  16,486.  The 
visiting  of  all  children  born  during  the  year  has  again  been  a major  point  in  the  Health  Visitors 
work.  The  expansion  of  the  Home  Help  Service  is  reflected  by  the  increased  number  of  visits  under 
this  heading.

By  giving  their  time  and  labour  they  add  to  the  comfort  and  value 
the  mothers  and  children  derive  from  their  clinic  visit. 

An  Ultra  Violet  Ray  clinic  was  held  three  times  per  week  at  Hemsworth  and  during  the  year 
114  children  from  the  Urban  and  Rural  districts  attended  for  treatment.

All 
nurses  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  General  Practitioners. 

HOME  HELPS. 

There  was  yet  a further  expansion  in  this  service  during  the  year  1952.  There  has  been  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  service  to  aged  ill  and  infirm  cases.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948.  Section  47. 

During  the  year  2 cases  required  action  by  the  Council  under  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act.  The  first  was  a male  mental  defective  living  in  squalid  surroundings  and 
suffering  from  malnutrition.  He  consistently  refused  his  family  doctor's  advice  to  enter 
Hospital  and  it  was  on  this  account  that  he  was  removed  under  the  Act. 

The  second  case  was  an  old  lady  living  alone  and  a diabetic.  She  was  malnourished  and 
mentally  confused  and  had  refused  her  own  doctor's  advice  to  enter  Hospital.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

7 ambulances  operate  from  the  South  Kirkby  Depot  which  is  administered  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council.  There  are  20  drivers  and  3 telephonists  on  the  staff.  During  the  year  22,804 
patients  were  carried  165,692  miles  in  5,217  journeys.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  RURAL  COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Administration  in  the 
Rural  District  for  the  year  1952.  As  in  last  year's  report,  tables  have  been  relegated  to 
the  end,  and  for  the  same  reason. 

HOUSING. 


There  has  been  no  noticeable  change  in  the  housing  position  during  the  year.  The  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  has  not  proved  successful  in  inducing  owners  to  improve  their  property.  The  Act 
permits  improvements  to  be  made  and  offers  50*  of  the  cost;  the  owner  can  charge  the  tenant  69S 
of  the  owner’s  cost  per  annum.  Many  tenants  are  agreeable  to  paying  an  increased  rent  for 
improved  conditions  euch  as  hot  water  supply  and  bathroom.  The  owner  states  that  in  spite  of  the 

50*  grant  there  is  little  inducement  to  him,  for,  if  the  work  were  done  under  the  Rent  Restrictions 
Acts,  he  would  be  better  off  as  he  could  charge  8*  of  the  cost  per  annum.  Supposing  the 
improvements  cost  £200,  the  owner  would  pay  £100,  receive  £6  per  annum  increased  rent  and  accept 
responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of  two  hundred  pounds  worth  of  work  in  addition  to  certain  other 
undertakings  as  to  the  letting  of  the  house.  He  says  that  if  he  did  the  work  under  the  Rent 
Restrictions  Acts  he  would  have  to  put  down  £200  but  he  would  receive  £16  increased  rent  per  annum 
which  is  better  than  £6  for  putting  down  £100,  and  he  would  also  not  have  to  observe  undertakings. 

Meanwhile,  to  the  unfortunate  tenant,  that  constant  hot  water  and  bathroom  or  other 
improvement  must  remain  but  a pipe=dream. 

During  the  year  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  or  agents  of  302  properties.  In  only 
five  cases  was  recourse  to  court  proceedings  necessary. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  are  % dwel I inghouses  not  connected  to  a public  supply  system.  Many  are  so  situate 
that  the  cost  of  connection  cannot  be  carried  out  at  reasonable  cost.  The  existing  legislation 
fixes  the  limit  of  the  owner's  responsibility  at  too  low  a figure  to  enable  much  official  action 
in  this  direction. 

Of  the  94  bacteriological  samples  taken,  only  6 were  unsatisfactory,  while  8 were  doubtful. 

All  of  the  samples  taken  from  public  supplies  reached  a satisfactory  standard  of  purity. 

SEWERS  AM)  SEWERAGE. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  economic  restrictions  continue  to  make  it  impossible  for  the  Council 
to  proceed  with  reconditioning  and  extending  both  sewers  and  sewage  works  in  certain  parishes. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION. 


The  arrangement  whereby  a sanitary  inspector  from  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  Hemsworth 
inspect  on  alternate  weeks  the  meat  at  the  centralised  slaughterhouse  has  worked  throughout  this 
year,  as  in  previous  years,  without  a hitch. 


During  the  year  14  tons  3 cwts.  of  home-killed  meat  was  found  to  be  unfit  and  condemned. 


MILK. 


Of  the  46  samples  examined  for  cleanliness,  6 were  unsatisfactory.  The  appropriate  Ministry's 
official  was  notified. 

49  samples  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  the  germ  causing  tuberculosis:  five  were  found 

to  be  positive,  a ratio  that  leaves  no  room  for  complacency. 

The  eradication  of  tuberculosis  in  dairy  herds  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries.  This  Ministry  took  over  responsibility  for  administration  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order  from  the  local  authorities.  The  foregoing  figures  suggest  that  their  specialised  knowledge 
would  be  better  employed  in  banishing  tuberculosis  from  our  herds. 


ICE  CREAM. 

69  samples  were  taken  and  5 were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  In  each  of  these  latter  cases 
the  factory  was  visited,  or,  where  the  factory  was  situate  in  another  district,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  that  district  was  given  a full  report. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

The  primary  responsibility  for  the  taking  of  samples  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  rests  with 
the  West  Riding  County  Council.  While  it  is  not  incumbent  upon  the  County  to  notify  the  District 
Councils  of  the  result  of  their  sampling,  such  a gesture  would  be  much  appreciated. 

SHOPS. 

Unsatisfactory  conditions  were  found  at  two  premises.  These  were  improved  immediately  without 
statutory  action. 

It  is  noted  that  the  habit  of  I icking  a thumb  or  finger  before  tearing  off  a paper  bag  for  the 
reception  of  foodstuffs,  still  persists  in  some  shops.  The  public  could  render  valuable  assistance 
in  such  cases  by  mentioning  it  to  the  offender,  by  transferring  their  business  to  a more  hygienic 
establishment,  or  by  reporting  the  matter  to  the  sanitary  inspector.  A little  co-operation  in  this 
matter  would  soon  stamp  out  this  revolting  habit. 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 


There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  district.  Both  are  visited  regularly  and  steps  taken  to 
ensure  that  the  water  is  maintained  at  a standard  of  purity  akin  to  that  of  drinking  water. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 


This  heading  could  be  substituted  by  the  more  appropriate  one  of  "Atmospheric  Pollution". 

Two  cautions  were  issued  during  the  year. 

It  is  noted  that  the  nuisance  from  spoil  banks  burning  in  the  district  has  been  reduced  to 
negligible  proportions.  Before  the  war  it  was  not  considered  practicable  to  abolish  these 
fires  but,  when  war  conditions  made  it  imperative,  it  was  done  and  has  continued  to  be  done. 

TENTS.  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

There  are  12  such  premises  in  the  district.  This  would  have  been  considerably  increased 
but  for  the  resolute  manner  in  which  the  Council  maintained  its  high  standard  of  requirements, 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  are  516  privies  and  pail  closets  remaining  in  the  district,  the  abolition  of  which  is 
unfortunately  prevented  by  economic  considerations.  It  is  hoped  that  the  sytem  of  effecting 

sewage  treatment  by  passing  through  septic  tank  and  sub-soil  irrigation  will  further  decrease 
the  number.  This  system  has  been  fully  investigated  in  recent  years  and  appears  likely  to  obtain 
official  blessing. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  re-organisation  has  proved  successful.  Far  fewer  complaints  have  been  received  and  the 
collection  has  been  more  regular  than  at  any  time  since  1940.  Mechanical  loading  will  eventually 
have  to  be  adopted  as  the  number  of  men  able  and  willing  to  do  this  heavy  work  is  gradually  decreasing 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


The  abuse  of  these  places  still  continues  by  a minority  of  the  users.  It  is  unbelievable  that 
every  one  of  these  acts  of  vandal  ism  occurs  without  being  witnessed,  yet  not  one  witness  has  come  f , 

forward. 

PUBLIC  SEATS. 

The  remarks  concerning  public  conveniences  apply  equally  well  to  public  seats.  Public 
seats  are  a real  boon,  especially  to  the  older  men  and  the  young  men  when  off  duty  during  clement 
weather.  It  is  at  such  places  that  policies  are  mapped  out  for  the  government  to  follow,  the 
country's  enemies  vanquished  and  football  finals  won.  Yet  witnesses  are  never  available  when 
these  important  meeting  places  are  wantonly  damaged  or  even  completely  destroyed. 

R00ENT  CONTROL. 

During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  treat  dwel I inghouses  free  of  charge.  All  the  Council's 
premises  likely  to  offer  harbourage  for  rats  were  treated  systematically.

SALVAGE . 


During  the  year  the  price  of  wastepaper  fell  considerably.  As  a result  all  those  people  who 
had  been  selling  it  privately  requested  the  Council  to  collect.  Although  the  amount  collected  was  some 
60%  in  excess  of  that  collected  the  previous  year,  the  value  decreased  by  some  30%.
